Brakeman Taylor, all of this city, were 
caught beneath the engine. 

Taylor’s skull was fractured and a large 
riece of bone has been taken out.

ENGLISH LACK OF STRATEGY

Disaster at Spion Kop Scathingly Re- 


viewed by a British Army 
Officer. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 31.—The officer with 
Gen. Buller who so scathingly described the 
disaster at Spion Kop, in “‘To-Day” con- 
tinues his remarkable series with a de- 
nunciation as bitter as ever fell upon a 
general. This week his article is confined 
to a general review of the strategy, or 
rather lack of strategy, which preceded 
the relief of Ladysmith, and he includes a 
terrible indictment against the useless 6ac- 
rifice of the Irish brigade, whose gallantry 
excited so much admiration in Engiand. 

“Yes,”’ writes this officer.”’ ‘‘Ladysmith 
has been relieVed at last; we have been 
biundering along the line of hills that form 
that northern bank of the Tugela for many 
months; attempting to pass it at all sorts 
of impossible places, and suffering heavy 
loss each time. That is an accurate de- 
scription of the ten weeks’ campaign on the 
Tugela. No one knew the ground or took 
the trouble to learn it. 

“As an example of this sublime indiffer- 
ence, Gen. Buller was not aware that 
Hlangwani Mountain, which commanded 
the crossing of the Tugela, was on the 
southern side of the river till he had failed 
in three different attempts. Yet he lived for 
weeks within three of four miles of the 
hill and at the battle of Colenso his right 
fiank extended beyond it. 

“As to strategy, there was none, neither 
Sood nor bad. The troops were moved 
along, and when a bill or an entrenchinent 
appeared in front they were ordered to 
take it, Sometimes they failed, sumetimes 
bney succeeded; often when they had suc- 
ceeced, after terrible loss, the post was 
found to be useless and was abandoned. 
This is the blind folly in which we have 
been engaged, and which, more through 
good luck than geod management, has 
éeventualiy succeeded. But had not Lord 
toberts’ victory drawn away a great part 
of the Boers for the defense of their own 
country it would never have succeeded and 
Ladysmith would have fallen. Thus weak- 
ened, the Boers had noi force enough to 
er such a Icng defensive position, and 
one by one the strong places fell into our 
hands. 

‘Ow? Friday, Feb. 23, Gen. Hart was or- 
dered to send up the Connaught Rangers. 
the Inniskillings and the Dublins along the 
line of the railway to attack some low hills 
where the river turned again toward the 
east. The operation was most difficult and 
dangerous. Six companies of the Inniskill- 
ings and two companies of the Connaught 
Rangers formed the attacking lines: the re- 
mainder of the Rangers and half of the 
Dublins were in support; the reserve con- 
sisted of the other half of the Dublins. In 
this order the Irish brigade recrassed the 
railway and began. the. attack, coming at 
once under a severe cross-fire from the hills 
on the right and left. It was,at such times 
that tactical errors led to such terrible loss 
of life. Some troops had indeed. been sent 
to the hill on the left, but they were not 
ordered to push the attack and they could 
not, from their position, even see the north- 
ern slopes; thev merely acted as sentries to 
prevent our being entirely cut off. Any one 
could see that it was madness to send an 
attacking force up the central hill, while 
the flanking hill was unoceupied, and the 
Boers thereon were left free ta concentrate 
tre’r fire for its defense,

At first it was believed that the 
death of Capt. Ostheim was a premidi- 
tated suicide, but no motive has been found 
for such an act and after listening to con- 
Siderable testimony the jury rendered its 
verdict. Capt. Ostheim was to have been 
married to-day to Mrs, Eva Bruce Wood 
,and procured a license Saturday. Capt. 

Ostheim, it is said, had been in poor health 
Since his return from the Philippines and 
had suffered considerably from insomnia. 

Capt. Ostheim was found dead in his room 
at the Auditorium Annex last night. There 
was a bullet wound in his right temple. Un- 
der his body was a new revolver. The body 
lay on the side and life seemed to have been 
extinct since Saturday night. 
| According to announcements in the Chi- 
“Caso papers Capt. Louis Ustheim and Mrs. 
Iva Bruce Wood were to be morried in this 
city to-day at the residence — the bride's 
uncle, Walter B. Phister. After the cere- 
m ny Cape. Ostheim and his bride were to 
leave immediately for the East, visiting 
Philadelphia, the Captain's former home. 
and other cities. After May 1 thev were to 
be at home at Fort Screven, Savannah, 

7a., Where the Captain's battery is sta- 
tioned. 

Among the :rticles found in the Captain's 
room were two wedding rings. One was 
of heavy gold and inscribed: “Eva io 
luis, April 9, 1900." The other was smalier 
and more delicktely made. Inside was en-

t. Ostheim was stationed at Fort 
aicad dan previous to the Spanish-American 
war, and it was during his stay here that 
he met Mrs. W ood. He had been trans- 
ferred from service with the Sixth Artil- 
lery in Manila to the First in the United 
States, and had come to Chicago to be 
married, 

Nothing was left in the room to throw any 
light on the affair. The on. y writing found 
was the following address on an empty en- 
velope: ‘Miss Clara Os: beim, 1312 North 
Seventh Street, Philadelphia. In the pock- 
ets of the Captain’s clothing were found 
eight $5v bills, five $20 bills and a check 
er $210.

LARGEST CIRCULATION IN THE

MORE GOLD AND MORE SILVER. 


Per Capita Has Passed the $26 Line 
and the Total for the First Time 
Beyond Two Billions.

For 
the first time in the history of the country 
the per capita circulation has crossed the 
$26 line and the year 1900 carried the total] 
for the first time past the two billion dol- 
lar line while the amount of gold and gold 
certificates in circulation is larger than at 
the corresponding date of any previous 
year.

Police ‘Sergeant McGlynn 
Fined $50 Therefor. 


AN UNPROVOKED ASSAULT.

STRUCK JOHN IRWIN, A PRISON- 
ER OUT ON BOND. 


Bystarders .Interfered and the Ser- 
geant Was Brought Up Before 
Judge Spencer—Matter Will 
Go to the Board. 


As the result of a fight between Police 
Sergeant James J. McGlynn of the Fourth 
District and John Irwin, indicted under tbDe 
habitual criminal act, which occurred in the 
entrance to Judge Selden P. Spencer's 
Criminal Courtroom at 10:30 Monday morn- 
ing, McGlynn was fined $0 by the court. 

For five minutes the whole courtroom was 
in an uproar and there was the wildest con- 
fusion. Court officers and policemen wer 
running hither and thither. Judge Spencer 
himself left the bench and went forward to 
assist in calming the tumult. The Judge dl- 
rected Deputy Sheriff John A. Pohlman toe 
separate the two belligerents. The deputy 
had to tear the men apart, desperate 
was their clinch. Sergt. McGlynn’s face was 
scratched and Irwin’s cheek bore marks of 
fingers. 

Irwin is an ex-convict, 23 years old, hav- 
ing been sent up for highway robbery in 
184. He was released three years ago and 
went to work for the Missouri Wrecking 
Ca., where he is now stable boss. 

Some months ago Irwin was arrested on 
the street under the Chief of Detectives’ 
order concerning ex-convicts. He was in- 
dicted as an habitual criminal by the grand- 
jury. Twice his case has been continued. 
Monday morning he appeared for trial and 
on account of the absence of witnesses the 
State cantinued the case. Irwin is out on 
bond. 

As Irwin was walking through the doors 
leading out of the courtroom he was ac- 
costed by Sergt. McGlynn, who stood in 
the entrance. Five witnesses say that the 
Sergeant called Irwin a vile name and said: 

“I'll fix you yet!’’ 

Irwin etepped into the clerk’s room to 


avoid the sergeant. who followed him. 
Frederick Vincent, superintendent of the 
Missouri Wrecking Co. stepped between the 
men. 

Mr. Vincent says Sergeant McGlynn 
reached over his shoulder and grabbed Ir- 
win by the throat. Irwin then struck the 
sergeant in the face. McGlynn called to his 
assistance Police Sergeant Crojonosski, 
who etarted to help him when Deputy 
Sheriff Pohlman vane forward and made 
the fighters break away. 

The men who were in the entry and saw 
the fight were Frederick Vincent, Samuel 
Lears, John Reynolds, Charles Dawson and 
Jesse Dawson. All say that the sergeant 
firet attacked Irwin and that the iatter 
tried to evade him. ‘‘McGlynn was laying 
for the boy,’’ they aver. 

Irwin's attorney, Rozier P. Meigs, sayé6 
he will apply for a warrant against Ser- 
geant McGiynn for assault and battery. 

Judge Spencer at once summoned the 
sergeant, Irwin and the witnesees into 
court and investigated the affair. All the 
witnesses testified substantially as stated. 

The court fined Sergeant McGlynn $50 for 
contempt of court and stated that he wouid 
certify the result of the hearing to the po- 
lice board with recommendations,

NEW YORK, April 9.—It is difficult for 
the mind to contemplate a’ temperature of 
400 degrees Fahrenheit, in which great 
bars of steel melts like a wax candle around 
a wick. This temperature, it Was an- 
nounced by those who made the experi- 
ment: in Thomas A. Edison's laboratory 
at Orange, N. J., was generated by a new 
process.

equality of rights shall prevail and 
that the rugged, God-fearing Boers 
shall be forever free, 
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WASHINGTON,. April 9.—Mr. Webster 
Davis, -ex-Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior, delivered an address last night on 
the war in South Africa, in the presence 
of an immense audience at the Grand Op- 
era House. Every available bit of standing 
room was occupied and the audience man- 
ifested their appreciation by generous ap- 
plause.

Mr. Davis delivered his remarks in 

an off-hand, easy style, referred to his notes 

Only occasionally, and mainly when it was 

necessary to read an extract from some 

document or speech.

HMugland’s acquisition of the dia- 
mond fields at Kimberley Mr. Davis ar- 
acterized as 4a transaction without a paral- 
lel for ‘“‘cupidity, dishoror and injustice.” 
Of the material growth of the Dutch re- 
publics Mr. Davis said:

“The question of the naturalization of 
foreigners in the South African Repulic 
is no more the business of the British Gov- 
ernment than are the nattralzation laws 
of the Republic of Mexico a matter of 
concern to the Republic of the lInited 
States of America. It is one of ihuse 
questions of internal policy rhat pertains 
only to the Transvaal Gaveroment. 
“The Boers have been greatly abused by 
the British because it is alleged they be- 
gan the war. In other words, the Loers 
were too hasty; they would not wait until 
all the British troops had cevived: in South 
Africa. Who ever heard of such nonsense ? 
That great civil'zed nation of 400,000,000 of 
people are complaining because the people 
of the two little republics, who do not 
number, all told, more than 300,000 people, 
including men, women and children, in- 
sisted upon issuing their ultimatum, and 
then proceeded to give balt tle before the 
British hests should arrive. While on the 
Boer eide, all told, there were not more 
than 30,000 men, and these had but a few 
inferior cannon and no bayonets or swords 
at all. Practically the only arms they had 


were Mauser rifl 

“One Boer to ten British. “And yet 
Boers were not trained soldiers; only sim- 
ple, plain farmers; like the thousands of 
rugged farmers in our own country. They 
are just plain, common people, preciscly 
the samé kind of people that Abraham 
Lincoln loved. 

“As citizens 
the world. with which side 
paihize? say our sympathies 
out to that brave little band of patriots | 
who are struggling to keep alive forever | 
the fires of liberty upon the altars of those 
two young republics. 
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“We have seen many charges made by 
British officers and British newspaper cor- 
respondents that the Boers have frequeni- 
ly outraged the white flag and the red 
cross flag. Under investigation, not only 
among the Boers themselves, but among 
the 4000 British prisoners, including the of- 
ficers, Who were at Pretoria when we were 
there, we learned that these charges were 
a’bsolutely unfounded. On the contrary we 
did learn that this was a set up job to de- 
ceive not only the people of Great Britain 
at home, but to deceive the peoples of oth- 
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er Cc ivilized countries, 

“The truth is, I defy contradiction, that 
the British soldiers themselves are the par- 
tles who violated many of the rules of civ- 
ilized warfare, and frequently ignored the 
white flag and also the red Cross flag. It 
was my fortune to witness some of these 
scenes myse:f. On the top of Spion Kop, 
when that wonderful battle was almost 
over, a young Boer soldier—not more than 
i7 years of age—was passing. by a wounded 
British soldier, and the _ British 
asked him for a drink of water; as the ten- 
der-hearted Boer lad was kneeling dgwn by 
his side to let him drink water from 
own canteen, that British soldier thrust 
bayonet into the poor boy's side. And I 
myself talked with him, and, Kneeling 
him, shed tears when he died. 

“During the battle of Dundee there 
a lull in the firing for a-time, on account 
of the Boers seeing a buggy approachin 
them rapidly and floating a white flag. Al 
awaited its arrival. Ai a distance 
600 yards from them the buggy 
wheeled about, dropped the white flag and 
that innocent-looking buggy was suddenly 
transformed into a murderous Maxim gun, 
which felled nearly a dozen Boers. I talked 
with the man who captured that flag and 
saw it myself.. It was a white flag with a 
small black stripe through the center, but 
at a short distance away it seemed pe rfect- 
ly white; that flag is now in the possession 
of Col. Blake, the brave American sol- 
dier who commands thé Irish brégade, which 
is composed aimost entirely of Irish-Amer'!- 
cans, and no braver men are in the Boer 
army, said Gen. Joubert to me.” 

Mr. Davis described the storming of Spt- 
on’s Kop by.the Boers, after the British 
had occupied it, and his own visit to the 
battlefield seven days later. 

“‘When the fight began,’’ he said, ‘‘a giant 
Boer, in the prime of strength and man- 
hood, was seen carrying a smal] Boer ie 
in a short time he fell to rise no more. 
Then an old white-hatred veteran picked 
up the falllen banner. and, waving it, urged 
his comrades on. With flowing hair and 
flashing eyes the old man rushed on, but 
suddenly a shell laid him low; ere the lit- 
tle flag touched the ground, however. a 
barefooted lad, only 13 years of age, who 
had been fighting in his shirt sleeves. leaped 
like a panther to the old man’s side. l 
snatching the flag from his grandfather's 
nerveless hand, raised it aloft and pushed 
on. A mighty shout arose from the Boers 
as they saw the gallant deed, and with re- 
newed courage they made a fearful charge 
follow_ng the flag, they rushed like an ava- 
lanche ovér the British trenches. 
on's Kop was won.” 

Gen. Burgers, the Boer commander. 
several aitempts to secure a ces- 
sation Of artillery fire that the dead 
might be buried, but for several “ tys with- 
out success. F nally, Gen. Buller aceepted 
the Boer proposal to bury the British dead 
and offered to pay the bill. 

“Gen. Burgers regarded this reply as an 
insult,” Mr. Davis asserted, “but. never- 
theless, concluded to bury the British dead. 
Then 1 v.s.ted the top of Spion’ S Kop and 
Saw there the most horrible sight that 
could be imagined. Upon every hand were 
helmets, belts, canteens. bayonets and 
wearing apparel scattered about. covered 
with clotted blood. We saw feet and hands 
through the ground, all swol- 
len and skin burst asunder, while the rest 
of the body was covered with a thin. coat- 
ing of earth. The explanation was that 
these poor British soldiers had been buried 
by ther comrades under a few inches of 
dirt. ry other places we saw scores of dead 
British eoldiers lying on the top of 
ground just where they had fallen, no 
tempt having been made to bury them 

“As we descended from the hill we met 
the Boers going up to bury the British 
dead, who had been so sadly neglected by 
their own comrades and commande rs. who 
amuse themselves by calling the Boers Ssav- 
ages.
